COSTLY ARMAMENTS 


Washington, Feb. 15. 

The Forelgn Policy Association 
to-day reported that the cost of 
German re-armament has Increased 
by 580 per cent, between 1034 and 
1936. In the same period the world's 
arms expenditure was, doubled, and 
the tolal spent. on weapons was 
nearly, U.S,$11,000,000,009, 

Military budgets began to rise 
following Japan's conquest of Man- 
churia and Increased even more 
sharply “when Herr Adolf Hitler 
came to power. “The current orma- 
ment programmes were based: almost 
universally on the ossumption that 
war was imminent, said the report.

Kowloon people will, we have 
little | doubt, welcome the pro- 
posed institution of a “Silent 
Zone” and of a specd-limit of

In support of the former continuity 
of Europe and North America, Pro- 
fessor Wegener Painted out that the 
rocks of the Hebrides have thelr coun- 
terpart in Canoda; and that rock 
formations characteristic of the once 
lofty Appalachian Mountains of 
New England are to-be found also 
in both‘the Highlands of Scotland and 
in Devon and Cornwall, as well as 
on the Continent ‘of Europe.

In this state alone, it is announced, 
there ore now In successful opera- 
tion several thousand solar water 
heaters, while a considerable num- 
ber of solar heating plants have been 
developed and perfected. 


“While California offers an unusual 
opportunity’ for harnessing | solar 
energy for everyday practical uscs 
because of tho large amount of .sun- 
shine here, the survey just completed 
by the university indicates the sub- 
stantial progress ulso Is being made 
In other parts of the world. 


“Two of the most highly developed 
types of apparatus, the university 
suys have been perfected for harness- 
ingt solur energy are now in use in 
forelfn countries.. At the Zeiss Lens 
the ‘apparatus 
Includes a = 00-inch. searchlight 
mirror which converges. the sun's 
rays to 4% inch where a temperature 
bf 6,300 degrees Fahrenheit is reach- 
td in about 30 seconds, The pure 
thermal energy thus developed js 
used: in melting solids in a vacuum.

ACCUSED MAN_ GETS 
ACQUITTAL 


A seaman of tho ‘ss, Talyuan, 
Wong Fong, 34, o native of Shanghal, 
was found not gullty at the Criminal 
Sessions this morning’ on-a charge 
of unlawful possession of a quarter 
of on ounce of crude heroin ond 28 
ounces of white powder, being an 
admixture of various drugs, includ- 
ing heroin. 

Mr. E. H. Willinms, Assistant 
Attorney-General, appeared for the 
prosecution, and Wong was repre- 
sented by the ‘Hon. Mr. 

D’Almada, jnr., instructed: by Mr. 
F. E. Nash. The following jury tried 
the cfse: Messrs, E, Hospes (fore 
man) Fung “Ho-po, “H, Saverbeck, 
H. Cooper, To Shing-chung, uf 
Pai rons and Cheung Kam-chuen, 

- Asked if he-hod any objection to 
the jury, Wong sald he was short- 
gighted. -He was allowed to go near 
the jury-box where he scrutinised 
the jurora for several minutes before 
saying he had no objection. 
* Mr, Willlams said that about 8 a.m, 
on. January. 15, Senlor Revenue 
Officer A. We Grimmitt, accompanied 
by Mr H. A. Taylor, Assistant 
Superintendent of the Imports and 
Exports Department, and a, party 
went to the top floor of 170 
pouceater Rond. Mr, Grimmitt 
nocked for admittance but received 
no response, although he saw o man 
looking through the peep-hole. The 
party then attempted to brenk open 
the door, but without success, Mcan~ 
while, C.R.O, 107 was sent to the 
roof, from where he mw accused 
hurrying to the kitchen with a basin 
and a bowl ‘containing some pinic 
matter. Eventually, the door was 
opened, and. on entering Mr, Grime 
mitt saw accused coming Into the 
flint from the kitchen. The lavatory 
was examined and pink stains were 
found nearby. The hands of accused 
were stained pink, although there 
were no deposits on the nails, The 
articles mentioned in the charge were 
found on the premises, as well as 
‘other paraphernalia for the manu- 
facture of heroin pills. 

When formally charged, accused 
sald the powder did not belong to 
him; he stayed there only tempor- 
arily. 

Mr. Grimmitt, Hung Yue, C.R.O. 
107, Mr, Taylor, and Mr. Lewis Tang, 
Interpreter at. the 5.C.A., then gave 
evidence for the Crown, . 

After reminding the jury that the 
onus was always on the prosecution 
to prove Its case and that accused 
was’ entitled fo° on acquital if his 
story could reasonnbly be believed, 
Mr. D'Almada put his client in the 
witness-box. 

ACCUSED’S STORY 

Accused sald he was a seaman of 
the s.s. Talyuan, which was under- 
going repairs at Taikoo Docks at the 
time of his arrest. On the night 
before the raid, he went to the pre- 
mises in question with the intention 
of staying there for the night as his 
cabln was being overhauled. The 
premises were occupied by Chan 
Yuk-man, whom he had known for 
a long time, 

The following morning, someone 
}cnocked ot the door and Chan be- 
came excited and asked him to pour 
the-contents- of -the.-basin-and- bow! 
into the lavatory. He did so as he 
did not know what they were.
